going Truman administration has 


chosen four stamps for issuance 


within the first four months of 1953. From there on, the responsibility 
for stamps rests on the shoulders of incoming Postmaster General 
Arthur Summerfield, recently appointed to his cabinet by president-elect 


Eisenhower. The first will have a 


release date on February 23, two 


will appear on the same day, March 2, in almost opposite ends of the 


nation, and the fourth, April 30. 


Three of the announced com- 
memoratives were expected as 
sure things in the 1953 program, 
the Ohio Sesquicentennial of State- 
hood, the Washington Territorial 
and the Louisiana Purchase. The 
odd unexpected item is that for 
the National Guard. 

Pending further information on 
the matter it can be presumed 
that the tribute to the National 
Guard is in the nature of an ap- 
preciation for services rendered to 
date as units of the United States 
Armed Forces. 

The National Guard is not a part 
of the federal forces. It is a mili- 
tary unit which in theory and 
practice is raised from volunteers 
in the respective states to keep 
peace on the domestic scene, and 
to be used in the defense of the 
homeland only. 

In World War II and in the cur- 
rent Korean ‘‘police action’? some 
National Guard divisions were 
activated into the United States 
Army and served as a unit with, 
and under the direction of, United 
States Army Officers. 

It will be of interest to many 
to learn that a man who was honor- 
ed with a commemorative stamp 
in 1952, the Marquis de Lafayette, 
was instrumental in forming the 
first national guard anywhere. 

The French Revolution really 
brought about the creation of a 
body of soldiers for protection of 
the homeland and to keep domes- 
tic peace in 1789. They were in- 
stituted in Paris on the suggestion 
of Mirabeau chiefly as a check on 
the Loyalists. 

This military unit consisted of 
48,000 men, and Lafayette was ap- 
pointed its commander. 

The National Guard issue will 
be released at Washington, D. C. 
on February 23. 

Stamps to mark Ohio’s Sesqui- 
centennial of Statehood and Wash- 
ington Territory Centennial will 
both have a first day on March 2. 
For Ohio, the date will be a day 
later than the actual on which it 
became the 17th state, March 1, 
1803. Due to March 1 being a Sun- 
day the postal recognition was 
shifted to the first business day. 

Washington’s anniversary is right 
on the nose for on March 2, 1853 
the territory was set off from 
Oregon. At that time the southern 
boundary was the Columbia River 
to the 46th parallel near Walla 
Walla and hence East to the

Isaac I. Stevens was the first 
territorial governor, he served 
from 1853 to 1857. Highlights in 
Washington Territorial history 
were the discovery of gold and the 
subsequent influx of the ‘‘gold- 
hungry” which in turn brought on 
war with the Indians—the dispute 
with England over the setting of 
the boundary with Canada—the 
great Chinese agitation of 1885-86 
when many of the orientals were 
deprived of their homes and pos- 
sessions by mobs, some being 
murdered—and the final attain- 
ment of statehood November 11, 
1889 made possible by the Omni- 
bus Statehood Bill passed Febru- 
ary 22, 1889 in which Congress 
made it possible for the two 
Dakotas, Montana and Washington 
to become states of the union. (See 
Four States commem of 1939). 

First day ceremonies have been 
scheduled for Olympia, Washington 
March 2. 

Until the area which is now 
Ohio became a part of the North- 
west Territory it was almost de- 
void of all inhabitants and con- 
tained no settlements of size or 
note. During the American Revolu- 
tion there were several Moravian 
settlements near the present site 
of New Philadelphia, but these 
were wiped out by Indians and 
renegade whites. 

Marietta, considered to be the 
first permanent settlement, was 
founded by Massachusetts pioneers 
in 1788. Losantiville, now Cincinna- 
ti, and also on the Ohio River was 
founded about the same time as 
was Gallipolis another river town 
which had predominantly French 
citizens. 

On April 30, 1802 the United 
States Congress authorized the 
election of delegates to a conven- 
tion to determine whether a state

Historical Discovery 


The November 1952 number of 
the Collectors Club Philatelist, 
which came from press just before 
Thanksgiving Day, has as a fea- 
ture article an original contribu- 
tion by Edwin Mueller on the 
British Post Office at Bremen.

Supply Cachets 
For Inaugurals 


The Post Office Department 
has announced that effective on 
or about December 19, air mail 
service will be inaugurated at 
| Pittsfield, Mass. on route AM-27. 
| No official cachet for first flight 
covers will be authorized. “How- 
ever, souvenir covers received by 
the postmasters at Pittsfield wiil 
be dispatched to first flights, if 
practicable. 

Effective in the near future air 
mail service will be inaugurated 
at Alton-Wood River, Ill. on 
feeder route AM-107. 

Special cachet will be provided 
for Alton and Wood River, and 
the usual treatment of philatelic 
mail will be authorized. 

First flight ai. mail covers sent 
to the postmasters at Alton and 
Wood River must be prepaid at 
the appropriate air mail postage 
rate. Double postal cards and 
double post cards intended for re- 
turn reply purposes are not ac- 
ceptable as first flight covers. 

All covers should be accom- 
panied by a letter authorizing the 
holding of the covers for the first 
flight and requesting the applica- 
tion of the cachet. Space ap- 
proximately 2% inches by 2%

inches to the left on the address 
side of all covers is required for 
the cachet. 

An enclosure of medium weight 
should be placed in each envelope 
to obtain better impression of the 
cachet and postmark, and to pre- 
vent damage to cover or cancel- 
ling machine. 

No provision will be made for 
point to point covers. However, 
at request of collectors, covers re- 
ceiving cachet will be given di- 
rectional service only to an office 
designated by the General Super- 
intendent, Postal Transportation 
Service, and served by the first 
flight in each direction, and will 
there be backstamped and dis- 
patched onward to destination, 


Shipment Colonial 
Stamps Delayed 


Collectors who had requested 
first day covers of the three Span- 
ish Colonial “bird” sets are get- 
ting an unpremeditated possible 
bad deal from fate and the postal 
administrations advises Carlos 
Lenze of Madrid,.Spain through 
whom many of the covers were 
to be serviced. 

By November 23, so few stamps 
had been received, that the post 
offices advised that the new re- 
lease date would be December 10, 
a time within a few days of the 
expected arrival of the steamer 
carrying the bulk of the issues. 
Mr. Lenze advises that he was 
informed that all covers placed 
with the philatelic bureau for 
servicing were withheld pending 
the arrival of the major shipment. 
It was not stated whether such 
covers will then be cancelled with 
the November 23 postmark, or 
with the later one.

Kehr Scholarship To 
Philatelic Writers 


Some months ago, Ernest A. Kehr, 

philatelic editor of the New York 
Herald-Tribune announced a schol- 
arship to aspiring philatelic writ- 
ers whose work held promise. The 
response in the intervening months 
has been most encouraging. 

So that interested persons may 
know what is expected of them to 
become eligible for a prize which 
will include a thorough course in 
both journalism and public rela- 
tions, the following rules are of- 
fered: \ 

1, The contest is open to any 
stamp collector who hopes to write 
about stamps and stamp collecting 
for the lay press, as a career or 
part-time profession. 

2. Nearly all articles appearing 
in the lay press today are written 
y professional writers who get 
their information second hand or 
from unqualified sources only be- 
cause there is a dearth of philate- 
lists who can write material that 
will be accepted by lay-press edi- 
tors. This accounts for the number 
of fluffs and blunders in national 
periodicals that make for the detri- 
ment to our avocation. The contest 
and prize fellowship are intended 
to develop writers within our own 
ranks who, with the proper train- 
ing, will be able to produce work 
which is accurate in context and 
readable in style so it will be ac- 
cepted for publication and paid for 
by laf-press editorial fields. 

3. Persons desiring to participate 
in this fellowship contest should 
save clippings of all work published 
within the last year and send them 
to Ernest A. Kehr, 230 West 41st 
St. New York 36, N. Y., not before 
May 1, and not later than June 1, 
1953. 

4. The judging will be based 
upon the following: A. philatelic 
knowledge which the author reveals 
in his writing; B. the subject* or 
the theme of the article with a 
view of judging the author’s sense 
of news or feature values; C. the 
general interest of the article to 
determine whether professional 
training will help the author ‘to be- 
come a professional writer. Sub- 
ject is unimportant. 

5. The winner (or winners) will 
be notified as soon after June 1, 
1953, as possible that he or she 
may select a school of his or her 
choice at which enrollment may 
be made for a course in journalism 
and public relations next Fall. The 
fellowship will provide all tuition 
fees and cost of books and labora- 
tory costs for these courses. If the 
winner cannot or does not wish to 
take a course in person, the fellow- 
ship will provide for a correspon- 
dence course of recognized national 
value. 

6. Entries will be returned only 
if a self-addressed, stamped en- 
velope is inclosed with the entry.

NORWAY 


The Red Cross Association of- 
fers a Christmas Seal of conserva- 
tive design, neat and clean, and 
depicting two of Norway’s winter 





attractions—Christmas snow, and 
Skiing—and partaking of both, 
the heir apparent, Prince Harald. 


DENMARK 


This year’s Christmas Seal has 
been given the form of composi- 
tion which requires a full sheet of 
fifty to appreciate the entire de- 
sign. The product is attractive 
in itself but certainly an imposi- 
tion on the seal collector for now 
he will need a minimum of fifty 
seals perf and imperf to be com- 
plete. And if he will need the 
seven items contained in a pro- 
gressive color proof set, the total 
comes to 450 items! 

Quo vadis, I ask, for last year 
a block of six spelled “complete”. 
This year it is a sheet of 50, and 
next year a half dozen sheets 
might be the tune. 


SWEDEN 


In the booklet panes of the 10 
ore green and 25 ore gray King 
Gustave VI Adolf design (Scott’s 
#423-4) was recently noted two 
small nicks which have perplexed 
collectors. Many of them have 
written to me asking for an ex- 
planation. This is it, put briefly. 

The modern Swedish stamp 
booklets are manufactured in a 
machine which is wholly auto- 
matic, and which takes the com- 
ponent parts of a stamp booklet 
in one end and turns out com- 
pleted booklets at the other. In 
the starting end are fed the fol- 
lowing :— 

—a rolled stamp web, ten 
stamps wide, printed and perfor- 
ated only every second cross row 
in the ordinary rotary stamp 
press. 

—a roll of paper of the kind for 
covers of the booklet at hand, 

—the necessdry printing ink for 
the cover imprints. 

After proper folding in the 
machine, the stamp web meets, 
and is gummed, to the printed 
cover, and is intermittently fed to 
the severing knife for cutting in 
the unperforated stamp intervals. 

This cutting is controled and 
adjusted from the back of the 
stamp web, but as the print did 
not offer a really good means of 
making the knife cut in the pro- 
per place another method was 
tried. An extra perforating pin 
was introduced at the bottom sub- 
ject in each unperforated interval. 
The single perforation which’ it 
made was so used for the control 
of the cutting, the intention being 
for the machine to cut through 
the place designated by these 
holes, 

However, the inovation did not 
render the expected results and 
was abandoned after but a very 
short run, perhaps only after one 
loading of the booklet machine 
for each of the aforementioned 
stamps (about 9000 booklets each, 
or 180,000 stamps),

Park, Investiture 


Two more souvenir sheets will 
come from Japan im December, 
one was expected, the other comes 
in the nature of a surprise. The 
expected item is the one contain- 
ing the four Bandai Asahi National 
Park stamps—the unexpected is a 
souvenir sheet containing one copy 
of each of the recently issued 
three marking the investiture of 
Crown Prince Akahito. 

The Bandai Asahi set consists of 
5, 10, 14 and 24 yen denominations 
which combined in the sheet will 
have a selling price of 60 yen. 
There were 100,000 printed, imper- 
forate and ungummed. 

The investiture has the 5, 10, 
and 24 yen values also imperforate 
and ungummed on the sheet. 
Quantity produced was not named 
by the Japanese Postal Adminis- 
tration. 

Parks 
sheet was December 10—the in- 
vestiture is to appear December 23. 

The annual New Year greeting 
stamp will appear on January 1.

This same stamp will be pro- 
duced in souvenir sheet form, four 
to the sheet, as a prize to sixth 
place winners in the national lot- 
tery. It will be released January 20.

Credit Where Credit Is Due 


We are not going to feel a bit backward about claiming credit 
for the new treaty between the U. S. Post Office Department and 
the United Nations, whereby anyone can now obtain all of the U.N. 
stamps they desire at the U. N. Post Office in the United Nations 
Building in New York,

in bringing about this change. 

Curiously enough too, when we were 
in New York at the ASDA show we met 
and had pleasant ‘chats with various of 
the Government boys who are always on 
% the big First Day jobs as well as with 
the new director in charge of the United 
Nations Post Office and our meeting with 
all was most cordial. These men knew

that the setup for selling United Nations stamps was ridiculous and 
needed changing and in no way objected to our activity in bringing 
about this change which will be welcomed by collectors all over 
the world, 


Afier The Show 


There is little use in saying much about the ASDA show in New 
York on November 21, 22, 23. It was by far the biggest yet held. 
The attendance was perhaps 10 to 20% greater than any previous 
show. Everyone was busy and presumably a good business was 
enjoyed by all. Outside the show we talked with one of the out- 
standing dealers in New York and when asked for a comment on 
business he remarked that he has found business good for the past 
eight years; He further remarked that some dealers have. always 
been content to do enough business to get to the races each day or 
to do enough business to keep ahead of the game, but that for the 
dealer who really wanted to do business in a big way, there has 
been no lack of business in the past eight or ten years, 


Objects To Illustrations Law 


A Topeka, Kansas newspaper man inquires about the possibility 
of changing the law regarding illustration of U. S. stamps. As this 
man points out the present law is such that it is causing a lot of 
Newspapers and other publications, even philatelic weeklies to 
violate the law. This of course is not intentional, but done through 
eareless lack of strict adherence to the law and because it only 
comes natural to do as they do. 

For example, we find the standard newspaper column is 2 inches. 
Thus publishers run a full two inch wide picture of a new com- 
memorative stamp in a single column. Now it so happens that the 
law regarding illustration of these commemorative stamps says that 
they must be 25% smaller than the actual stamp or 50% larger. To 
make them smaller would easily keep them in a single column, but 
it would not show the stamp up so well, so the publishers make a 
full single column cut which is 2 inch wide and slap that in the 
paper. There is where they are violating the illustration law, al- 
though without any thought as to the matter. A standard com- 
memorative is 3642mm wide. Fifty percent larger is approximately 
55mm, Two inches is 514mm. Thus a two column cut is about 
3/16th of an inch short of being 50% oversize. Papers using a 13 
Pica column come a bit nearer to keeping within the law, but even 
thus, are violating the law. 

Our Topeka correspondent who is with the Topeka Daily Capital 
thinks the law should be amended to permit a two inch cut to be 
used. He states that he believes the Associated Press sends out 
regular 1 eolumn mats of these commemorative stamps. If so the 
A.P. is doing so in violation of the regulations. 

Certainly when we know of regulations in other countries re- 
garding the picturing of stamps, one can only be amazed at what 
we have to put up with here, 


A New Postmaster General 


Come January 20, we will have a new Postmaster General. 
This is perhaps the one cabinet post that has the most influence 
on our hobby. Just what Mr. Summerfield will do as regards issuing 
new stamps is a question that can only be answered by himself. 

Jim Farley set an all time record for stamp issues in his days. 
Back in 1948 we began to wonder if Mr. Donaldson was not going 
to try to equal the Farley record. 

Other than this we can not see where Mr. Donaldson has done 
anything outstanding. Under his administration the deficit has 
continued to grow. 

We were told that perhaps a career man might make a good 
PMG and do some things that would cut the deficit, but just so 
long as the POD has to carry the load for all the Government 
agencies with which we are now burdened it is a certain fact that 
the deficit will continue to get bigger and bigger. 

A few years ago there was a commission headed by Ex-Presi- 
dent Hoover which made many recommendations for changes in our 
Government. Many of these recommendations concerned the P.O.D. 
Few if any of them have been given a real test but we do feel that 
they should be tried out for the sake of the economy that we need 
in all government offices. 

We shall hope that Mr. Summerfield will give us an administra- 
tion that will meet with the approval of the stamp collector as well 
as the public in general.

There should be little argument 
about the worthiness of the four 
stamps announced by the Post Of- 
fice Department for early 1953. 
The two which might have been 
left out are the Washington Ter- 


‘/ritorial and the National Guard. 


But you could hardly do that 
for the policy has been established 
that territorial anniversaries are 
recognized, and _ since other 
branches of the military have 
been recognized, you could not 
leave out the National Guard. The 
Guard has fought as a federal 
force in World War II and now 
in Korea. 

It is to be regretted that a not- 
able event as the Louisiana Pur- 
chase is to be shunted off with 
another 3-center. Here is an 
event of great national import- 
ance which should have been rec- 
ognized with a small set at least, 
say lc, 2c, 3c and 5c values. 

We all know, or should, that 
the Louisiana Purchase was the 
subject of a set of five commems 
issued April 30, 1904 in conjunc- 
tion with the Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition at St. Louis, Mo. De- 
nominations here were lc, 2c, 3c, 
5c, and 10c. 

I like them, but they were is- 
sued before my time, and my en- 
joyment didn’t start until later 
years when I was able to buy a 
single of each for my collection. 

There certainly is a definite 
need for lc, 2c and 5c commems, 
and the Department should pro- 
duce them regularly. It is as 
much in a rut producing nothing 
but 3-centers as it was some years 
ago when it issued hardly any- 
om but stamps with a purple 
color,

Those of you who can remem- 
ber that far back (!) will recall 
that prior to the elections on No-

Everett Klaas of Bellaire, Ohio 
cooked up an item which I be- 
lieve would merit the autograph 
of president-elect Eisenhower if 
it were brought to his attention.

The pay- 
off consists of the 3c White House 
stamp of the National Capital 
Sesquicentennial series of 1950 
tied to cover with the “Winner, S. 
Dak.” postmark, cancelled on No- 
vember 4.

Alan Severn of Toledo, Ohio of- 
fers a correction to an answer I 
gave to one of the two usual ques- 
tions in the December 8 column.

Irving Lerman of New York 
City raises the question whether 
the block opposite the register 
markings on panes of the Red 
Cross stamp will have any extra 
value since there is but one per 
pane. 

The register marks by the way 
are the crosses in the selvedge a 
larger thin-lined one in blue, and 
a thicker-lined one in red but 
smaller, between the fifth and 
sixth stamps from the top. For 
a perfect registering of the Red 
Cross in the stamp design both 
crosses should be perfectly mated. 

We have had such things on 
bi-colored stamps before and they 
have been valuable. But I can 
hardly conceive of much value 
when a stamp is produced to the 
tune of 110 million. Most plate 
blocks of the last ten years are a 
drug on the market, and they 
have been more valuable than 
any blocks with special markings 
on them.

his finger. 

Under that system I doubt if 
the man ever will have a peelable 
item. 

It must be understood that you 
moisten the hinge gum and not 
slurp all over it. You wont need 
to get the entire surface tacky, 
just a part, the adherence with 
the album page or stamp will take 
place. 

After you have moistened it 
place the hinge against the stamp 
and do not press it in place. Let 
the combination rest a minute to 
dry before you put it on the page. 

If you “place” the moistened 
hinge against the gum of the 
stamp an adhesion takes place. 
But if you put the hinge to the 
stamp gum by pressing it on, a 
“bonding” takes place which uni- 
fies the hinge gum and the stamp 
gum. 

There are hinges which are not 
peelable under any conditions— 
they’re poor quality. If you have 
to use them up do so on used 
stamps where they can be soaked 
off later. If you have a new brand 
of which you are not sure try a 
few of your mints for peelability 
before going ahead with a full 
scale mounting program.

Collectors planning to order first 
day covers are urged to mail their 
material immediately. 

The Philippine Bureau of Posts 
wiil supply a cachet and a special 
postmark to all first day covers if 
requested. 

Purchase of the stamps at face 
value plus return postage can be 
made from the Philatelic Divi- 
sion, Currently the Philippine 
Peso (100 centavos) is equal to 
50c U. S. money, 


Small Edition Of 
Barbados Cent Set 


Earlier this year, the British 
Colony of Barbados issued a set of 
four stamps to commemorate the 
100th anniversary of the first 
Barbados postage stamps. 

The Crown Agents of London 
have now reported the total quanti- 
ties issued of each, figures indicat- 
ing that a total of but 219,187 com- 
plete sets were possible this being 
governed by the 24c denomination. 
Quantities of the remaining three 
were: 3c—514,860; 4c—271,120; and 
12c—339,854, 

Also revealed by the Crown 
Agents was that the Fiji Health 
semipostals would be withdrawn 
from further sale on December 31.

1941 India Seal Reprinted 


During World War II, an Ameri- 
can missionary, Dr: Sherwood Hall, 
was forced to leave his post in 
Korea and was assigned to India. 
After arriving in India he started 
issuing seals to help raise funds 
for combating tuberculosis. 











The first of these seals were is- 
sued in 1941 and have continued 
yearly to date. Compilation of data 
regarding all the various issues is 
under way and as soon as suffi- 
ciently complete will be presented 
in an article in this column. 

The 1941 seal proved very popular 
and the original printing was very 
soon sold out. For. several years 
Dr. Hall was the recipient of re- 
quests from collectors and dealers 
for copies of this first seal but was 
unable to fill them. Finally, this 
year, he decided to have a reprint- 
ing of the seal in order to satisfy 
the demand and 1,000 sheets (25 
seals per sheet) were reprinted. 

While a very excellent job was 
done in the reprinting and the col- 
ors were matched very closely, as 
usual, it was not possible to turn 
out a seal which could not be dis- 
tinguished from the original print- 
ing. The paper used in reprinting 
the seals was slightly heavier than 
that used on the original issue 
(3%4 thousandths in thickness as 
against 2% thousandths on the ori- 
ginal). Perforations on the reprint 
are very poor and it is difficult 
to tear the seals apart, while on 
the original the perforations were 
much sharper and distinct. 

The yellow color in the reprint is 
a much more brilliant yellow than 
the original and the other colors 
show a slight difference when com- 
pared with the original seal. All of 
the copies of the reprint so far 
seen are very poorly centered but 
whether this is a general condition 
or not is not known. At the bottom 
of each sheet is printed ° ‘Reprint 
of India’s first seal”.

FRANCISCO CORONADO 
Spanish Explorer 


Born in Salamanca, Spain 1500— 
died 1554. He came to Mexico in 
1535 and commanded an exploring 
expedition northward in 1540, in 
search of a fabled town named 
“Quivira,” reputed to be fabulous- 
ly rich. 

He first ascended the Colorado 
river and discovered our Grand 
Canyon; later he explored Califor- 
nia’s lower peninsula. Next he 
followed the course of the mighty 
Rio Grande and pushed across what 
is now the Texas Panhandle to the 
state of Oklahoma, and penetrated 
as far as eastern Kansas by 1542. 

That gentleman seems to have 
covered a heap of ground, consider- 
ing that in those days it had to 
be done almost completely on horse 
back—also, he must have traveled 
in style, for the central design on 
the stamp, a reproduction of an oil 
painting by Gerald Cassidy, is en- 
titled ‘“‘Coronado and His Cap- 
tains.” ; 

Coronado eventually must have 
tired, for he retired to Mexico City, 
where he died in 1554.

Venezuela has created a special 
issue by overprinting and _ sur- 
charging the 25c and 1 Bolivar 
Telegraph stamps with a legend of 
commemoration and new values. 
The imprinting reads, ‘‘Correos— 
Exposicion Objetiva Nacional—1948 
1952”’ and the denominations of 5c 
on the 25c red, and 10c on the 1B.

Brazil Honors 


Hero Of Lepers 


Father Damien, seen on stamps 
of several countries, and known 
for the unselfishness which found 
him devoting his life to the help 
of those suffering from Hansen’s 
disease (leprosy), was pictured on 
a postal tax stamp Brazil issued 
November 24. 





It is a 10c picturing a boy and 
girl and the good priest. Two 
different shades of color have 
been noted, a reddish brown, and 
a chocolate brown. 

According to Manoel F. da- 
Motta, Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, this 
item was to be offered to the 
public from the 24th to the 30th. 
The total printing of two million 
was exhausted in 24 hours which 
leaves a problem for postal au- 
thorities since an official decree 
had stated all first class mail had 
to bear one of the stamps during 
December. 

Mr. da Motta advised that be- 
cause of the short period of sale 
few dealers were able to get a 
supply and that as a consequence 
a possibility exists that it might 
be relatively scarce. 

Funds derived from the sale 
will be devoted to the treatment 
of children afflicted with Han- 
sens disease,

government should be established, 
The convention sat at Chillicothe 
November 1 to 29 and adopted a 
constitution which was not sub- 
mitted to the people. 

An election for members of an 
Ohio Legislature was decreed for 
January 11, 1803 which members 
then met for the first time March 
1, In the meanwhile Congress de. 
clared that when Ohio had adopted 
a constitution it became a state of 
the union even though there wag 
no state government. 

The first capital was at Chillico- 
the and remained there until 1819 
when it was moved to Zanesville, 
In 1816 Columbus became the capi- 
tal city which it still remains. 

Release of the Ohio stamp will 
be made at Chillicothe on March 2, 

The first day of issue for the 
Louisiana Purchase Sesquicentenni- 
al occurs on the actual 150th anni- 
versary date when the sale of the 
area was completed between 
France and the United States, 
April 30, 1803. 

Spanish territory to begin with, 
the United States learned that vig 
the secret treaty of San Idelfonse 
in 1800 Spain ceded the area to 
France. This was not good news 
to the Americans. 

President Jefferson made it 
known to France that any attempt 
on her part to take over and 
govern the territory would be op. 
posed by the United States. 

Fortunately, from the American 
viewpoint, France and England 
had a renewal of their almost con- 
stant warfare and Napoleon be. 
lieved he could not supply suffi- 
cient military forces for both 
scenes of action. He therefore in- 
structed his prime minister, Talley- 
rand, to enter into negotiations 
with U. S. minister James Monroe 
for the purchase of the area. 

Thus was added to: the United 
States over one million square 
miles plus the incentive to extend 
national limits to the Pacific. 

St. Louis, Mo. which was the site 
of the large international exposi- 
tion commemorating the Purchase 
from April 30 to December 1, 1904 
will be the scene of the first day 
of issue. 

Since each of the announced 





stamps can be tied in with issues 


of other years it will give cover 
fans an opportunity to a field day 
in preparing historical combina 
tions on their envelopes.
